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THEREWITH  is  submit- 
ted a  report  of  the 
Montana  State  Industrial 
School  for  the  two  years 
ended  June  30,  1938,  in- 
cluding financial  tables 
and  movement  of  popula- 
tion. 


POPULATION 

The  daily  average  population  for  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  was  V2.2,  and 
for  the  second  year  136.  One  hundred  new  boys  were  received  during  the  two 
years. 

HEALTH 

No  serious  cases  of  illness  have  occurred.  One  boy  died  in  February,  1937,  of 
a  brain  tumor.  Although  he  was  given  the  best  of  care  by  our  physicians  and 
surgeon  nothing  could  be  done  for  him  on  account  of  the  location  of  the  tumor. 
It  was  no  doubt  a  case  of  long  standing  for  the  boy  had  acted  queerly  since  his 
entrance  here.  All  boys  on  admission  are  given  a  physical  examination.  Wasser- 
mann  tests  are  taken  and  each  boy  immunized  by  diphtheria  toxoid  and  vaccinated 
for  smallpox. 

DISCIPLINE 

The  discipline  has  been  quite  good  and  no  serious  infractions  of  rules  have 
occurred.  Discipline  is  maintained  almost  entirely  by  the  loss  of  merits  and 
privileges  and  but  very  little  corporal  punishment  is  necessary. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

School  in  the  grades  up  to  and  including  the  eighth  has  been  conducted  for 
about  nine  months  of  each  year.  Sixteen  boys  attended  the  Custer  County  High 
School  last  year  and  twenty-one  are  attending  the  present  school  year.  The  high 
school  boys  have  made  good  progress  and  many  are  on  the  honor  roll  and  the 
honorable  mention  each  six  weeks.  Most  of  the  boys  in  the  grades  have  made 
satisfactory  progress  and  several  finished  the  eighth  grade  each  year.  A  teacher 
supervisor  has  been  employed  this  year.  She  teaches  the  small  boys  half  of  each 
day  and  supervises  teaching  in  the  other  grades  a  half  day.  This  is  working  out 
very  satisfactorily  and  we  look  for  even  better  results  this  year.  Our  pupils  have 
always  compared  very  favorably,  in  their  examinations  and  progress,  with  pupils 
in  outside  schools.  One  boy  is  attending  the  State  University  at  Missoula  this 
year,  his  expenses  being  paid  by  this  School.  Mental  tests  are  given  each  school 
boy  at  least  once  a  year. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 

Sunday  School  is  conducted  each  Sunday  morning  and  Chapel  services  each 
Sunday  afternoon.  Pastors  from  the  different  churches  in  town  conduct  these 
afternoon  services.  Catholic  services  are  held  once  a  month,  confession  in  the 
evening  and  communion  in  the  early  morning. 

PAROLE  DEPARTMENT 

This  work  has  been  carried  on  very  satisfactorily  by  the  Parole  Agent.  Many 
of  the  boys  are  employed  at  useful  occupations,  some  at  trades  learned  here  and 
others  at  different  kinds  of  work.   About  two  hundred  are  on  the  active  parole 
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list.  Quite  a  large  number  are  employed  on  government  projects  in  this  and 
other  states  and  are  universally  doing  well. 

Army  regulations,  and  requirements  for  entry  into  public  work  projects  have 
been  broadened  somewhat  in  their  interpretation  of  schools  of  this  character 
and  consequently  it  has  been  easier  for  the  boys  to  find  such  employment. 

During  the  past  year  alone  the  Parole  Officer  has  travelled  49,000  miles  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties.  He  has  made  calls  in  every  county  of  the  State 
where  paroled  boys  or  their  relations  live. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Many  small  improvements  have  been  made  by  the  manual  training  depart- 
ment. Repairs  of  all  buildings  are  made  by  the  boys  of  this  department  and  a 
new  200  ton  silo,  built  of  hollow  tile,  was  erected  this  year  and  an  addition  of  ten 
feet  made  to  our  old  pit  silo. 

SHOPS 

The  shops  have  continued  operation  during  the  two  years,  and  the  boys  have 
made,  in  some  cases,  excellent  progress.  Enough  boys  to  man  the  shops  have 
been  employed  at  all  times. 

FARM,  GARDEN  AND  LIVESTOCK 

The  first  year  of  this  biennium  the  crops  were  limited  on  account  of  the 
drought  and  grasshoppers,  though  we  had  to  purchase  but  a  small  amount  of 
feed  for  the  stock.  The  past  year's  crops,  except  potatoes,  were  fairly  good  and 
supplies  suffiicient  for  our  needs  were  raised.  For  the  first  time  in  twenty-five 
years,  our  potato  crop  was  almost  a  total  loss  on  account  of  Purple  Top  blight 
and  it  has  been  necessary  to  purchase  nearly  a  thousand  bushels  of  potatoes  to 
furnish  sufficient  for  our  own  use. 

We  have  a  fine  herd  of  registered  Holstein  cattle  in  our  dairy  herd,  but  an 
addition  should  be  made  to  our  beef  herd,  and  we  have  made  provision  in  our 
budget  for  more  beef  cattle.  All  beef,  pork  and  poultry  are  raised  and  butchered 
on  the  farm  and  no  meats,  butter  or  eggs  are  purchased. 

FINANCIAL 

Our  daily  per  capita  cost  for  the  first  year  was  $1.51,  and  for  the  second 
year  of  the  biennial  period  was  $1.28.  Appropriations  and  earnings  have  been 
large  enough  so  there  will  be  no  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  two  years. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


Two  years  ago  an  appropriation  of  $12,000.00  was  requested  for  tunnels  and 
equipment  for  renewal  extension  of  the  heating  plant  to  several  of  the  buildings. 
The  legislature  appropriated  $5,000.00  for  copper  steam  pipes  in  place  of  a 
tunnel.  After  consulting  several  engineers  we  were  advised  by  all  that  copper 
pipes  would  not  stand  up  under  the  conditions  of  our  soil,  but  individual  small 
heating  plants  for  four  of  the  buildings  were  recommended,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$6,000.00.  None  of  this  $5,000.00  was  used  and  we  are  asking  for  this  amount  to  be 
reappropriated  with  an  additional  $1,000.00,  so  this  necessary  work  may  be  done 
the  coming  summer.  This  is  very  necessary  and  something  must  be  done  this 
coming  year. 

We  renew  our  request  for  $4, 000. 00  for  the  purchase  of  a  typesetting  machine 
for  the  Print  Shop.  Most  all  schools  of  this  character  are  furnished  typesetting 
machines,  and  our  Print  Shop  should  be  furnished  with  one.  The  machine  will 
give  these  students  opportunities  to  equip  themselves  to  meet  the  demands  of 
future  employers  as  they  carry  on  after  leaving  the  School. 

Other  shops  need  new  equipment  but  we  plan  purchasing  some  from  the 
general  appropriation  if  our  budget  in  its  entirety  is  allowed.  A  copy  of  our 
budget  request  will  be  submitted  by  the  Budget  Commission.
